and peace. A corifasion’of the terms of 
the lease on which the State exists; a con- 
flict of juriediction between the depart- 
ments of government or the rulers; 
changes of system, however gradual and 
minute, with evéry. change of partisan 
, have proved most fatal to the 
libertite of: peoples‘and the security of po- 
litical organisms. : The political philosophy 
which developed into our Constitution, 
and the republi¢an fabric which raised 
itself thereon, are not onty simple aad 
plain and easily-understood by the masses, 
but they are- practical and strong and have 
the great merit of experimental success. 
They should not be set aside on occasion; 
‘and weare so confident in ther efficacy 
that we should be unwillig to disturb 
| themupon 8 far more urgent pretext than 
any advanced by the Radicals. Their pre- 
texts have thus far haan nertieen marely. 
“and and largely corny atthat. Kuklux- 
ism is a myth by the side of the use they 
make of it. But if it were ten times a re- 
ality we should repeat, and with emphasis» 
that it is a crime over which no sure mode 
ot treatment can be found outside of the 
communities which are infested by it. 
They are the sufferers. It 1 their interest 
to suppress it. If they are unable or indis- 
posed to do this, the vague and general 
power of the Federal Government will be 
still less capable of reaching it. Troops 

may come and their presence may subdue 
it for the moment. But when they go 
away it will break out aga in @ more 
aggravated form, tor the very use of troops 
in executing the laws works certain cor- 
ruption among the people, just as the 
withdrawal of troops leaves a sort ot sedi- 
ment behind from which disorders take 
their start. Such, indeed, istheorigin ot 
Kukluxism. 

We say nothing of the danger of invest- 
ing a faction with martial law and the 
bandling of troops in time of peace, We 
are speaking of the application of a specific 
remedy and its actual effect, The work- 
ing of the remedy to be applied is worse 
than the disease. It will not suppress but 
foment Kukluxism, and it will also keep 
the country further from its coveted state 
of peace by keeping it in a state of con- 
stant uncertainty, duress and moil. 

Congress has passed an act which 
should have been left to the Legislatures 
of the several States. Those Legislatures 
represent the minute local interests ot the 
various Communities within the several 
States. Kukluxism is murder, not rebel- 
hon or conspiracy; and murder is a very 
unhandy and disagreeable thing to keep 
in a neighborhood. There is nd neighbor- 
hood in the Union which, if left to its 
own devices, would tolerate it. Let the 
General Government withdraw its super- 
vision, which so far as the South is con- 
cerned has been both hostile and partizan, 
and leave the States to settle théir domes- 
tic concerns in' their own way, and, with 
the responsibility thus placed where it 
belongs, public opinion would soon force 
the politicians to carry out the public 
terest, whichds the public security. 

The Course of popular opinion in Ken- 
tucky, which has nobly sustained our 
effort to induce the late Legislature to do 
its duty, shows how ready the: people are 
to do their duty when left frec tv act for 
themselves, The Legislature refused to 
do its duty, we admit, and by so refusing 
gave the Radicals a handle which they 
have not tailed to use. But is no time to 
be given for nature, in the common order 
ot things, to work out its slow but steady 
and permanent reforms? Are we to expect 
bealthful and lasting reforms to be accom- 
plished with an impatient lash held over 
us ready fo fall if we hesitate or delay? 
The Senate of Kentucky passed a perfectly 
adequate Kuklux bill, tour members only 
dissenting: The bill was killed in the 
lower house. But the agitation of the 
subject thoroughly aroused the State au- 
thorities and the local judiciary, and we 
were about to sect oul vy a local canvass 
in which all the tnumphs were certain to 
be on the side of law and order. The 
Federal] Government now comes along 
with its face livid with partisan rage, its 
voice choked with hostile passions and its 
hands filled with deadly weapons and 
incendiary brands. To whatend? God 
only knows; but if it be not a deliberate 
preparation on the part of the Radicals to 
hold on to power whether the people will 
it or not, it means nothing at all. 

We have said, and we repeat this, if the 
people of a single State in this country 
want to kill and destroy each other let 
them. But does any man in his senses 
believe that the people of any State would 
wantonly do this, or that any part of them 
attempting it would not be promptly 
quelled by the power of the State itself? 
Nor is the Federal Government left out of 
the account. A constjtutional method, 
abrogated by Congress, has been provided 
for calling in the assistance of the Federal 
Government when the State government 
finds itself too weak to accomplish its 
work. Does the Cincinnati Commercial 
question the wisdom of this arrange- 
ment? 

It is not because we love our country 
less than our State that we assert the 
internal polity of State rights. It is a 
question of local self-government, not a 
question of patriotism. The National 
Government bas ifs uses, important and 
appropriate. The State governments 
have their uses and they are no less im- 
portant. The whole scheme has been 
fixed by the Constitution, which Congress 
bas outlawed. That is revolution which 
may ripen into civil war. The Radicals 
have held power so long that they think 
they hold it in fee simple. Objection to 
them is treason to the State. To carry 
out this idea and to provide agaist the 
possibility of an adverse decision at the 
ballot-box, they have armed themselves 
in advance. They go to the country with 
the sword drawn. Their nominee is the 
head of the army. They have clothed 
bim with warlike powers. He is mastér 
of the situation and chief ot a conspiracy | 
to overthrow the Government, having | 
already overthrown the Constitution and 
debauched the purity of the administra— 
tion.

While Cincimnati fully understands what 

she is about, it appears that Nashville does 

not. A few years ago Cincinnat! under- 

took to decide what city in the South 

should have the honor to be made by her 

the terminus of the Southern Railroad. 

Nashville sent delegates to Cincinnati and 

plead the cause of Nashville, but of no 

avail, was chosen, and Nask- 

ville, in common with Louisville, was left 
out in the cold; both cities were to be com- 

pletely flanked. 

To avoid this direfal result the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad Cempany, 
with the aid ot the city of Louisville 
(which has already been granted by the 
City Council, and will, no doubt, be cheer- 
fully given by our citizens), have inaugu- 
rated measures which will completely 
thwart the plans of Cincinnati in this pro- 
posed flank movement. It was reasonable 
to suppose that Louisville would have had 
the hearty co-operation of the city and 
citizens of Nashville, in any plan that 
would permit Nashville to remain as the 
highway between the South and North, 
and Southwest and Northeast, but, to our 
great surprise, we find Nashville does not 
comprehend her situation. 

It is unfortunate for her that at this 
juncture she should not have among her cit- 
izens one who could or would correct the 
erroneous ideas under which some of the 
men occupying public positions seem to 
labor. Nashville’s appeal for help to Cin- 
cinnati betrays great lack of wisdom. In 


reading the Nashville papezs we are sur- 
prised” at the furore now raging. We 


know there are intelligent people in 
Nashville who look upon this railroad 
question as we do; but they are evidently 
atraid tospeak. As soon, however, as the 
few noisy persons will have made all the 
noise they can, the sober second thought 
of the people of Nashville will look upon 
these questions in their true light, and 
those who ‘have endeavored so violently 
to mislead the -people will be thrown 
aside, and never trusted any more. As 
tar as Louisville is concerned, it will pur- 
sue its path of enlightened enterprise, 
without regard to the outpourings of spite 
and malice. 

She will not, and can not be stopped by 
the opposition of Cincinnati or Nashville, 
or both combined. 

The very fact that Nashville calls on 
Cincinnati to help her against Louisville 
will gtve a new impulse to our people, and, 
when the question of aiding the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad in her enterprises 
is to be voted upon by the citizens of 
Louisville, we trust that there will not be 
found a man in this city who will vote 
against it. 

We publish elsewhere a letter from Cin- 
cinnati to the President of the Board of 
Trade at Nashville, also a report of 
the proceedings of the City Council and 
Board of Trade of Nashville, which will 
be read with interest.

The Archbishep’s Arrest. 

Late French papers contain a circular of 
Mgr. Dagpoy, the Archbishop of Paris, to 
the clergy of his diocese, and, as his 
arrest followed but a few days after, 
we may conclude that the outrage 
was provoked by this letter. The 
Archbishop ordained that a solemn service 
be held m all the Catholic Churches otf 
Pans for the many dead that had fallen 
around the city, and that this demonstration 
should be particularly impressive in the 
Cathedral of Notre Dame. Going then 
into an explanation of the motives that 
induce bim to ordain this measure he states 
that the service is to be not only for the 
benefit of the souls of those that have 
fallen.but also for the benefit of the living. 
He claims that the deteaw aud disasters tha: 
have overtaken France have been called 
down upon that country by the general 
depravity of its people, who have left the 
altars of their fathers and listened to the 
docirines ot false prophets, that, under 
the disguise of rationalism and liberal 
sentiments, have taught them infidelity and 
corrupted their manners. To these dema- 
gogues the Archbishop ascribes all the 
disasters of France, and he calls upon his 
panshoiners not to hsten tothem. This 
paragraph has doubtless provoked the 
hostility of the insurgents against him and 
bis clergy, and the sacking of the churches 
of Paris. The latter must be exceedingly 
deplored, particularly on account of the 
many works of art which they contained, 
and whch were doubtless injured or de- 
stroyed by the mob. If the works of the 
great masters were injured in those tem- 
ples it would be an immense loss to art, as 
no money could’ replace them 
This arrest of the popular prelate 
must, however, result to the im- 
mense injury of the Parisians, as it will 
rouse all the province$, and call forth a 
host of volunteers in support of the Gov- 
ernment of Versailles. The clergy of the 
rural districts of France will preach 
a feartul crusade against the 
Parisians, and hosts of enthusiastic and 
infuriated peasants will flock to the army 
to be led against the impious city. By this 
act of folly Paris has lost any lingering 
sympathy which some ot the other parts 
of France might have enterteined for it, 
and it must inevitably be crushed by the 
huge majority that is bent on its de- 
eat.

ANTECEDESATS AND SUCCESS, 


Loulsville is nearly an hundred year? old asa 

chy. and yet there is no paviic library worthy of 
the oume within her iimite. Other cities, less 
olc, huve established libraries that are an honor 
and a blessing tothe people who enjoy them. 
St. Louis, Cincianati, and others of our neigh- 
bors, are so far ahead of Louisville tn this re- 
spect, that it may be many sears before we can 
overtake them in the gathering together o,f 
bow KF. 
Our people have made several attempts at es- 
tabd:isbing iiviaries, but the result in no logtance 
has been flatteri:g. Each ajiempt has gone weli 
enough for @ season, but has Onally reached its 
climax and béegua a declipe without accomp!lish- 
ipg an)thing of permanent or metropolitan good. 
Another attempt is now On foot, and as it 13 dif- 
ferent from any of its predecessora, we may hope 
better results from it. The Legislature of Ken- 
tucky, at its last session, gianted a charter to the 
Public Library of Kentucky, and among the 
privileces secured to the corperation was that of 
giving literary, musical and dramatic en'ertain- 
ments, at Which might be distributed by lot to 
purchasers, of tickets a portion of the proceeds 
ariting from their sale. Under this provision 
of their charter, the corporation now propose to 
give a grand gift concert on 3lst of October next 
in thiscity. One bundred thousand tickets are 
to be sold at ten dollars each and after paylog 
experses and giving back $550,000 of the money 
to the holders of tickets the balance of the mua- 
ey is to go to the establishing of a public library, 
to be forever free tothe use of all citizens, noi 
only of Louisville, butof the whole Union. 

The plan thus proposed is a new oae and it 
looks very much lise it would be successful. 
There are hundreds of persons who would be 
Willing to give $10 each fora library for public 
use, but when you couple with the giving of the 
ten dollars for that purpoge the hope and the 
chance of drawing a prize of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, there* will be thousands who will 
give the ten dollars and try their fuck. The list 
of prizes, publisbed in another column, for the 
benefit of this library is without 
a paralie) in this country.

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THE WORKINGWOMEN’S HOME. 


A Laudable Enterprise that Deserves 
Encouragement and Help. 


A little more than a year ago, a Women’s 
Christian Association was organized in this city, 
baviog for ite object the establishment of a home 
for women, particulariy young women, depen- 
Gent upon thelr own exertions for support, 
where they wight be saved from the disadvan- 
tages and temptation: to which they are exposed 
in cheap bearding-houses. The design also tn- 
cludes ab «mployment agency, which will 
assist such persons in procuring employment, 
the Bome offering its nospitality to the 
ligsit of its capacity. The very lowest possible 
price will be charged for board. The house at 
182 First street has been rented,and will soon 
be opened by a public reception. It is partly 
furnished, the following parities having pledged 
the furnitur- of one room each: Christian church, 
Fourth and Waipu’; Beptist, Fourth and Walnut; 
Presbyterian, Fourth and Chestnut; St. Paui’s 
Episcopal, Unttarian, and Pewee Valley churches; 
Mrs. No!ds’ schoo]; the medical profession and 
thebar Thére are still many things needed, 
and the citizeas are requested to send in 
apy articles of household utility hich 
can be spared from their own homes. The Wo- 
men’s Christian Association represents the fol- 
lowing churches: Presbyterian, Espiscopalian 
Baptist, Christian, Methodist and Unitarian. The 
management of the Home will be conducied by 
a Board of Manegers, con: isting of thirty ladies, 
five from each of the above churches, Thus ali 
denominations are represented in the work, and 
itis hoped that a general tnterest will be meni- 
fested itn this new charity. The Home 
can be successfully sustained by 
a sufficient number of two-dollar annual sub- 
scriptions. The united efforts of our earnest 
women will establish tts success. The want of 
co-operation will mske ita failure. This tnsti- 
tution can be made the mean: of much futare 
usefulness, and every household in the city 
ought to mauifest some interest in its opera- 
tions,
